An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/ or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Feng 
Shan on September 2, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: Amend Claim 1 to add "the polymer 
comprising from 40 to 50 mol% of the repeating unit(s) of formula (I) and from 60 to 50 mol% of 
the repeating units (s) of formula (II)" at the end of the claim. 

Cancel Claim 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the claimed polymer. The closest prior is Asano et al. and Charnock et al. 
(cited in the previous action) which teach homopolymers of formula (I) as outlined in the previous 
action. Bloom et al. teaches a method of forming substituted poly-l,4-phenoxybezoylphenylenes 
through a nucleophilic addition process as outlined in the previous action. However, Bloom et al. 
teaches the reaction as going to substantial completion (pg. 568), and Asano et al. and Charnock et 
al. both teach homopolymers. There is nothing in the prior art of record to teach or suggesting 
using the nucleophilic reaction mechanism of Bloom et al. to form a polymer having only 40 to 50 
mol percent of the repeating units substituted. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. WO 89/ 12390 teaches the hydroxybenzenesulfonic acid will undergo nucleophilic 
reaction with an activated macromolecule.
